WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 
Senate Judiciary Committee today 
heard William Draper Lewis of 
Philadelphia, head of the American 
Law Institute, who proved to be

™ dent Roosevelt’s plan to remake 
the Supreme Court. 

In a calm, dispassionate voice, 
ven in the face of cross-examina- 
ion by Senators opposed to the ad- 
ministration program, Lewis urged 
the court change as the most con- 
servative step to be taken in the 
light of a belief that to do nothing 
at this time is to risk the possibil- 
ity of far more ralical action in a 
later crisis. 

Lewis’ calmness communicated it- 
self to the committee gnd today’s 
session was in marked contrast to 
those on previous days when Sena- 
tors on both sides of the issue have 
engaged in bitter wrangling. 

Danger in Doing Nothing. 


“We are both after the same 
mthing,” Lewis replied to Senator 
Burke (Dem.) of Nebraska, who 
m@has led the opposition in the com- 
m@amittee. “We both wish to conserve 
| institutions. If you hold the 
Belief that there is no need for ac- 
ion at this time, then your opposi- 
tion to the proposed legislation is 
munderstandabie. I hold that to do 
MpO0thing at this time is to raise a 
@*rious threat to our institutions 
which is why I favor the conserva- 
@ive course of action suggested by 
mie President.”

MAY BE ASKED FOR . 
VIEWS ON COURT 


Opponents of Roosevelt 
Scheme Plan to Invite Him 
Unless He Is Unwilling. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—Chief 
Justice Hughes may be the prin- 
cipal witness next. week at hear- 
ings on the Roosevelt court bill, 
if some Senate opponents realize 
their hopes. 

Whether he will be willing to 
testify apparently depends in part 
on discussions with other members 
of the Supreme Court. 

Preparations were under way to- 


day to invite him formally to ap- 


pear unless he should indicate an 
unwillingness to accept. 

Inquiries at the Chief Justice’s 
office brought the reply that he 
had nothing to say. 

Should the Chief Justice testify, 
there were expectations in other 
high legal quarters that at least one 
more Justice might give his views 
to the committee. It was explained, 
however, that this did not neces- 
sarily mean he would take excep- 
tion to the position of’ the Chief 
Justice. 

Opponents of the bill differed 
over whether expressions by Su- 
preme Court Justices ‘would help 
their cause. Some Republican 
members said it would be a mis- 
take for the Justices to enter the 
controversy. 


RETIRED JUSTICE CLARKE 
TO SPEAK ON COURT PLAN 


15-Minute Address on Radio Mon- 
day Night; He Quit Bench 
in 1922.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Sen- 
ator Robinson’ of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader, announced to- 
day that John Hessin Clarke, only 
living retired Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, would discuss President Roose- 
velt’s court program in a radio ad- 
dress Monday night. 

Clarke will speak for 15 minutes 
at 8 o’clock, St. Louis time, over 
Radio Station WJZ and the NBC 
network, from San Diego, Val., 
where he now lives. He will be in- 
troduced from Miami, Fila., by James 
M. Cox, Dayton, O., newspaper pub- 
lisher and former. Governor. 

NBC officials said they were ad- 
vised Clarke “is speaking in favor 
of the proposed changes in the 
courts.” 3 

Clarke resigned in 1922 to devote 
his time to “cultivation of public 
opinion in behalf of international 
peace.” 

Robinson remarked that views 
expressed by Justice McReynolds 
received “wide publicity.” In a 
banquet speech last Tuesday night 
Justice McReynolds said losers in 
litigation before a “fair” court 
should accept the verdict in a 
spirit of sportsmanship.

“Mattresses spread row on row 
bore the mangled, smashed and 
torn ‘bodies. of 116 victims—chil- 
dren and adults.

LONDON, Tex., March 19.— 
Bodies of about 425 high sekoo! 
pupils and teachers, killed in 
America’s greatest school diss 
aster, were here and in adjoin- 
ing towns of the East Texas oil 
field ‘today, ‘as rescue workers 
ceased digging into the ruins 
of the London Consolidated 
School, destroyed by an explo» 
sion at 3:20 yesterday. 

The .blast, which came 10 
minutes before closing time, 
buried 700 pupils and 40 
teachers, gathered in the school 
‘auditorium, 

In the area of 30 square miles 
served by the school, it seemed 
that almost every family had 
lost a son or a daughter. Many 
homes, which yesterday sent 
their two, three or four child. 
ren to school, today were child- 
less. 

The number of - bodies recov- 
ered was reported today by 
Co. CG. E. Parker,, National 
Guard commander. Earlier 
Walter Elliott of the highway 
patrol had plaeed the number 
at 500. 

Col. Parker said every brick 
had been turned im the base- 
ment and that the job of seek. 
ing bodies had ended. He said 
final cleaning up would: take 
only about an hour longer. He 
said about 425 bodies had been 
taken out and added that 
‘there may have been a few 
more than that,’’

OVERTON, Tex., March 19.—E. 
D. Powell, two of whose children 
were killed in the explosion that 
wrecked the London school, wit- 
nessed the explosion and told the 
following story: 

“Thank God, my other two chil- 
dren also in the school were spared. 
I went over the top in France and 
witnessed the horrors of the war, 


but I saw nothing that could com- 
pare with the horrible scene follow- 
ing the blast. 

“T was in the garden of my home 
a quarter of a mile from the 
schoolhouse. 

“Suddenly the ground shook. I 
glanced up in time to see a great 
cloud of smoke circle skyward in 
the direction of the school. My im- 
mediate thought was that a tank 
battery used for the storage of oil 
in our big oil field here had ex- 
ploded. I had no thought that it 
might be the school. Being an oil 
company employe, I rushed toward 
the scene of the blast. 

“As I drew near I suddenly real- 
ized that it was not a tank explo- 
sion and’ as I approached’ the 
schoolhouse the tragedy struck me. 

“Rushing upon the school ground 
I found a few earlier arrivals be- 
ginning to bring out the dead and 
injured. I started helping but 
keeping an eye out for my four 
children. 

“There was no fire. It was an 
explosion. It demolished the main 
building’ of thé consolidated school. 
The walls caved in. Bodies of the 
dead lay over the school ground. 
Many had been blown onto the 
campus. 

“Relief workers were pulling 
bodies from the ramparts, windows 
were destroyed and bodies hung 
from them. 

“After helping bring bodies from 
the building for a while I sought 
my own children. 

“I found Edna, 12. She was dead. 
I was unable to continue to assist 
others. A little longer search and 
I found the body of Eloise, 14. 

“It was an hour afterward that 
we finally found our other two chil- 
dren. They had been spared, but in 
the wild confusion, they had not 
been able to find Mrs. Powell or 
mé. 

“IT can’t tell all that I saw when 
I reached the school. I know that 
I stepped over and walked among 
more than one hundred bodies ly- 
ing in the schoolyard in the search 
Zor my children. Everybody was 
walking over the bodies frantically. 
Many bodies were mangled, some 
beyond identification. The clothes 
had been torn from many of the 
bodies by the blast.”

His Brother a Survivor. 

John Nelson, 17, a brother and 
high school student, also survived 
the blast. He said: 

“Five of my classmates and my 
teacher were killed. I’m lucky to 
be telling you this. 

“T was in the manual arts shop 
in the basement of the building, 
working on a lathe. My teacher, 
Mr. Butler, was standing about five 
feet away. I guess there were 15 
children in the room. 

“Suddenly a big mass of sand and 
what looked like a ball of fire 
tumbled into the room. Something 
hit me on the leg. It slit my pants. 

“It knocked me down but I 
scrambled up and rushed outside. I 
had a funny sort of feeling and I 
sat down on the ground. I looked 
up ‘and saw my sister hanging on 
a window pane. I climbed up and 
got her down. She was unconscious 
and bruised, 

“Then I ran back into the room 
and found Jack Stripling, uncon- 
scious and with a broken ankle. [ 
dragged him across the room and 
out into the open. They told me 
later Jack wouldn't live. 

“I hurried back into the room. 
Mr. Butler and five of my friends 
were dead, . 

“Back outside I helped them look 
for bodies for about 15 minutes and 
then I got sick. They took me home 
and today I’m in a hospital, gettihg 
a serum for possible lockjaw. 

“One of my little sisters, and a 
brother, Evelyn and Thomas, got 
out of school an hour before and 
went home on the bus.” 

Blown Out of Building. 

Bernice Morris, 17 years old, who 
was in the mechanical drawing 
room on the ground floor with 
three other students when the ex- 
plosion occurred was blown out of 
the building. 

“One of the boys who was in 
the room broke through the debris 
around a window and all of them 
came out safely,” she said. All 
were severely bruised when they 
were thrown to the floor. 

Miss Christine Beasley, a teacher, 
was seated in the school cafeteria 
when she heard the explosion. 

“I ran toward the building, and 
as I ran bricks rained around me. 


she said. “As I ran, I stumbled 
across the bodies of children hurled 
out of the building.” 

Everlyn Peters was blown through 
a window, she told the correspond- 
ent, and would not have been in- 
jured except that she landed on a 
board with a protruding nail. It 
stuck through her foot.

GIRL WHO WAS NEAR

LONDON, Tex., March 19-~ 
—Martha Harris, 18-year-old stu- 
dent in the New London school, 


was a short distance away from 
the structure when it burst asun- 
der yesterday. She described the 
scene as follows: 

“IT was in the Home Economy 
Building about 60 yards from the 
school when I heard a terrible roar, 
The earth shook and brick and 
glass came showering down. 

“T looked out a window and saw 
my friends dying like flies. Kids 
were blown out through the top of 
the roof. Some of them hung up 
there and others fell off to the 
ground. I saw girls in my class 
jamping out windows like they 
were deserting a burning ship.: 

“My brother, Milton Harris, 16 
years old, jumped and didn’t get 
a scratch, just a little bruise on 
his knee when he hit the ground. 
My friend, Geraldine Ruffin, jumped 
out, too, and was not hurt. 

“My brother said the place just 
blew up all of a sudden. It took 
his breath away and all he knew 
was he had to jump somewhere, 
anywhere, " 

“I saw a girl fall out of the top 
down through a big window which 
opened to the outside. The glass 
cut her leg off just like a knife 
would.”

Accidents to Motorists. 

“We have had accidents in Okla. 
homa oil fields in which motorists 
have been killed or injured when a 
lighted match, or a spark from an 
open exhaust set off one of these 
gas pockets.” 

Lyn said the highway gas men 
ace was not great in the Oklahoma 
City field because the country herg 
is level and the wind blows. 

“The collection of gas,” he said, 
“depends more on atmospheric 
conditions than on ventilation. The 
fact that the smell of gas is diffi. 
cult to detect in the oil field be 
cause there is so much of it in the 
air, adds to the hazard. 

“Under the right atmospheric 
conditions, we find gas forming dan- 
gerous pockets, even in the bes 
ventilated buildings. We find i 
seeping into low places, even wher 
the oil companies take every pre 
caution to prevent its escape. 

Gas Seeps Through Ground. 

“The gas seeps through the 


ground, sometimes for hundreds of Ries 


feet, before it escapes into the air, 


It often escapes into basements and iy 


stays there in pockets for days or 
weeks.”

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RELUCTANT TO TRY 
TEST OF STRENGTH 
Stark Reported to Have 
Angered Boss and Specu- 
lation Arises Whether 

Legislator Got Orders.

JEFFERSON CITY; March 19.— 
Gov. Stark and Speaker Christy had 
made no progress today in their 
efforts to get the 2 per cent sales 
tax bill out of Representative Laf- 
ferty’s Committee. on Perfected 
Bills, where it has been arbitrarily 
held more than two weeks, and on 
to the floor of the House for pas- 
sage. 

The bill apparently is in the com- 
mittee for an indefinite stay un- 
less the administration leaders get 
up their courage to make an open 
test of the issue on the floor of the 
House through a motion to force 
Lafferty to report the bill. As Lat 
ferty is the floor representative of 
Boss Tom Pendergast, that would 
mean a test of the Pendergast or- 
ganization strength in. the House, 
and it does not yet appear that the 
Speaker is prepared for such 4 
fight. 

The Governor would like to have 
the bill reported, but he has, done 
virtually nothing to get action on 
it, so far adhering to his position 
on virtually all legislation that it 
is his province to recommend and 
the responsibility of Legisla- 
ture to act 

Lafferty’s Several Excuses. 

In several conferences the Speak- 
er has urged Lafferty to cease ar- 
bitrarily holding the bill, but the 
Kansas City politician-legislator, 
whom Christy named to the chair- 
manship, has remained adamant. 
He has offered several excuses, 
ranging all the way from the ex- 
planation that because of the im- 
portance of the bill he insisted on 
personally checking the correct- 
ness of the work of perfection to 
the explanation that he wanted to 
make certain that the old age pen- 
sioners were properly taken care of 
‘and that there was no doubt about 
its constitutionality. 

The work of perfection is purely 
clerical, and the Perfection Com- 
mittee chairman has no concern 
with the provisions of the act, those 
having been passed on by the 
House. 

The Speaker said today that he 
had no basis for an expectation that 
Lafferty would relent soon, but that 
he hoped he would. 

“I hope it will not be necessary 
to take any drastic action, such as 
a motion to force the bill out of 
the committee,” the Speaker said. 
“I am deeply concerned about the 
matter, as a great amount of leg- 
islation hinges on the passage of 
the sales tax bill. I am doing all 
that I can do to get it to the floor.’ 

There is much speculation as to 
whether Lafferty is acting on his 
own initiative or whether he has 
had orders from the Kansas City 
boss. Pendergast publicly an- 
nounced his support of a two-cent 
sales tax last December, but that 
was before he had basis for a doubt 
that Gov. Stark would recognize 
boss dictation in the appointment 
of the Kansas City Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners. 

Pendergast Reported Angered. 

The failure of the Governor to 
make known his intentions as to 
these appointments and his appar- 
ent decision to withhold any an- 
nourncement until after the ad- 
journment of the Legislature is re- 
ported to have angered Pendergast, 
who also recently voiced his dis- 
satisfaction with the Governor's 
failure to tell him whether he would 
reappoint R. Emmet O’Malley Su- 
perintendent of Insurance. — 

It would not be beyond reason to 
suppose that Lafferty is acting with 
the knowledge of the boss, if not 
under his instructions. : 

If Lafferty continues to “sit on” 
the bill, the only course open to the 
administration leaders is to at- 
tempt to have the House order it 
reported, or to simply await Laf- 
ferty’s pleasure.

Final arguments began this utter 
noon in the fourth vote fraud trial 
in United States District Court here 
after defense counsel for eight of- 
ficials. and political workers in a 
residential precinct had elected not 
to offer any testimony but .to rest 
on a demurrer to the Government's 
evidence, 

The Government closed its case 
at 2:30 o’clock r showing the 
jury many alte ballots found in 
th eballot box in a residential pre- 
cinct. 

Thomas Costolow, 
Ynited States District Attorney, 
opened for the Government. He em- 
phasized the constitutional right 
of the voter to have his vote 
counted as he cast it. 

“The votes in his precinct were 
not counted,” Costolow said, and 
is an indisputable fact.” 

Manipulation of Ballots. 

The last witness for the Govern- 
ment was C. A. Appel Jr., Federal 
handwriting specialist, who  dis- 
closed details of crude manipulation 
of ballots. 

* Appel, whose testimony rounded 
out the Government case in two of 
the previous trials, was subjected to 
a brief cross-examination today aft- 
er counsel for the officials and 
political workers in the twenty-sixth 
precinct of the Twelfth Ward, had 
obtained an early recess of court 
yesterday in order to study the 
ballots the witness had shown the 
jury. 

Says 116 Ballots Were Altered. 

The handwriting expert, origina- 
tor of the laboratory for documen- 
tary inspection of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, said that he 
examined all the 532 ballots found 
in the balldt box. His examination, 
he reported, disclosed the following 
evidence of gross forgeries and al- 
terations: Erasures occurred on 116 
ballots, comprising 113 -Republican 
ballots, a Socialist ballot and for 
some unexplained reason two Dem- 
ocratic ballots. Marks had been re- 
moved from the Republican column 
and similar crosses scrawled over 
the Democratic column, 

Appel stated 62 of the “switched” 
ballots were written by one man, 
basing his conclusion on the direc- 
tion and individual characteristics 
of the strokes in the X marks, The 
direction of the marks, he con- 
tinued, indicated the ballots had 
heen turned upside down on the 
strokes made by a left-handed per- 
son. 

As the handwriting expert, who 
has testified in literally hundreds 
of cases, told of his survey he pro- 
duced not only the actual ballots 
but photographic enlargements of 
some of them. Markings and era- 
sures were plain to be seen. One 
Republican mark was rubbed out 
So vigorously a hole was worn in 


}the paper. 


Indentations on many ballots in- 
dicated they were marked while in 
'@ pile, a pencil mark on the top 
one showing as impressions on sev- 
eral beneath it. In some cases the 
Democratic mark was penciled on 
so hard that two or three ballots 
beneath the one being marked bore 
such heavy impressions that they 
were placed in the box without be- 
ing penciled. Thirty-five Democratic

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Overflow Crowd of Em- 
ployes and Party Work- 
ers Cheers Campaign 
Speech in Home Ward. 


Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 


opened his campaign for re-elec- 
tion last night with a speech at 
Tower Grove .Turner Hall, Grand 
boulevard. and Juniata street, in his 
home ward, the Fouteenth, before 
an overflow crowd, largely com- 
posed, of city employes and Demo- 
cratic organization workers. 
About 2000 persons crowded into 
the hall‘and several hundred more 


jammed the sidewalk and streets 
outside to listen .to the speech 
through amplifiers. The speech 
was also broadcast over the radio. 

The Mayor, in his own words, 
“stuck to the record” and his pre- 
pared speech was confined to a re- 
view of his first term as Mayor, 
during which, he said, the various 
city departments had operated at a 
cost of $9,000,000 less than during 
the previous Republican adminis- 
tration. He made no mention of 
election frauds nor any of the points 
on which Oliver T. Remmers, his 
Republican opponent, is basing his 
campaign and only briefly referred 
to the opposition. 

Not a “Trained Speaker.” 

“Tt will not be necessary to make 
many: speeches in this campaign,” 
he said. “I. am not going to burden 
you with very much oratory. I am 
not a trained speaker and make no 
pretense of being, nor am I skilled 
in the arts of mean, persqnal in- 
nuendo, the little sneering attacks 
and the little petty play of words 
that some candidates are very skil- 
ful at. I am firmly convinced that 
my record speaks for itself. I will 
stand on that record and let the 
people of St. Louis judge for them- 
selves.” “ 

Later, when he had concluded his 
prepared address, he said: 

“I’m going to stick to facts in 
this campaign. I stand on my rec- 
ord and that record speaks for it- 
self. There are no apologies. I ex- 
pect to go into each city depart- 
ment and show what has been done 
there in the last four years. 
“There will be no mud-slinging or 
personalities. I will say this, how- 
ever. If conditions as we found 
them when the Democrats came 
into office in the city four years 
ago had been permitted to go on for 
another four years, God knows 
where the city would have been by 
this time!” 

Three-Minute Ovation. 

The meeting opened at 8 o'clock, 

but it was 8:30 before the Mayor 
and Lawrence Boogher, Democratic 
nominee for Comptroller, appeared 
on the platform where Democratic 
aldermanic: candidates and Demo- 
cratic City Committee members 
were seated, to receive a tumultu- 
ous three-minute ovation. 
After the committee members and 
candidates for Aldermen had been 
introduced, there were still four 
minutes before the program was 
to go on the radio, and the Mayor 
filled in with extemporaneous re- 
marks, thanking the committee for 
its support in the primary, in which, 
he said, he received “the largest 
vote” ever given a Democratic can- 
didate in a municipal primary. His 
own primary vote in 1933, however, 
was much larger, 101,381 votes then 
to 83,878 this year.

Former Missouri Senator 
Calls Amendment Rus- 
sian Idea in Hearing at 
Jefferson City. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 19.— 
Opponents of the proposed child 
labor amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, led by former United 
States Senator James A. Reed of 
Kansas City, last night urged the 
House Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments to kill the Hogan res- 
olution, calling for ratification of 
the amendment by the - Missouri 
Legislature. 

The mass demonstration against 
the amendment exceeded slightly 
the volume of sound and numerical 
strength of the delegations in .the 
demonstration staged before the 
committee last week by proponents 
of the amendment. The 44 speakers 
on the hearing program, delegations 
and onlookers filled the floor of 
the House and the galleries. 

Representative Warren Burke of 
St. Louis, chairman, said the com- 
mittee probably would not vote on 
its recommendation to the House 
until early next week. Legislative 
observers believe the ratification 
resolution has virtually no chance 
of final passage, if it gets out of 
the committee. . - 


Fiery Speech by Reed. 

The prolonged hearing last night 
was enlivened by a fiery condemna- 
tion of the amendment and some 
of its original sponsors by Reed 
and a bristling rebuttal for the pro- 
ponents by Charles M. Hay, former 
City Counselor of St. Louis and now 
a Special Assistant United States 
Attorney-General. Hay, foe of 
Reed in past political eampaigns in 
Missouri, raked Reed and the op- 
position to the amendment. 


The hearing had been reserved 
for the opponents, but the commit- 
tee stopped the parade of speakers 
after 17 had been heard to permit 
the brief rebuttal by Hay. Of the 
44 opposition speakers on a sched- 
ule submitted by Stegling E. 
Edmunds of St. Louis, their spokes- 
man, 17 represented Catholic or- 
ganizations and 11 represented the 
Lutheran church. 

Reed declared the amendment “is 
full of danger to our republic” and 
charged it was backed by organiza- 
tions “heavily financed, with paid 
agents to go everywhere with their 


propaganda.” 


Calis It Russian Idea. 

“This thing was born in the 
brain of people who believe the 
state should control the family, as 
they do in Ruyssia,” he said. 

He said that if the amendment 
became a part of the Federal Con- 
stitution, authorizing Congress to 
limit, regulate and prohibit the 
labor of persons under 18 years of 
age, it would place the control of 
every person under 18 years of age 
“intellectually and physically” under 
a Federal bureau. 


If the amendment were ratified, 
he said, Congress could control not 
only the labor of persons under 18 
years of age, but their education, 
the schools they may attend and 
the books they may study. He said 
it would strike at religious groups 
having their own schools, 

“My God, they might put Rexford 
Tugwell in charge before they get 
through,” Reed said. He said the 
amendment would make it possible 


for Congress to declare it a felony 


for a farmer’s son “to unharness 
the mules after the old man finishes 
plowing.’ “The desire of. these 
people is to socialize America,” 
Reed said. 

Reed said the amendment was be- 
ing backed by John L. Lewis, leader 
of the movement to organize labor 
by industries, to “limit the labor of 
boys able and willing to work.”

BUBBER WORKER TELLS 


OF ANTHUNION RAID 


Goodyear Ex-Employe Says 
Crowd That Beat Leaders 
Was Formed in Plant. 


Ry the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 19.—L. G. 
Cleere, a former employe in -the 
Goodyear tire plant at Gadsden, 
Ala., told Senate investigators yes- 
terday that a crowd which beat un- 
ion officers there was organized in 
the plant dining room and depu- 


tized by city police. 

Testifying before the Civil Liber- 
ties Committee, he said he was one 
of about 50 Goodyear employes 
who were instructed to arm them- 
selves with guns or other weapons. 

Although he saw the attack on 
the headquarters of the United 
Robber Workers at Gadsden at 
about 12:30 p. m. last June 25, 
Cleere continued, he did not partic- 
ipate in it or in the subsequent 
beating of union officials. 

Later, he testified, he became 
friendly with union officials and 
joined their organization. When 
he did this, he said, he received a 
warning that “the boys’ would 
“get” him and fled Gadsden under 
State Highway Police protection. 

Tells of the Assault. 

Cleere said the crowd which en- 
tered the union headquarters and 
assaulted John House, organizer, 
and Elzie Gray, local president of 
the union, was led by T. L. Bot- 
toms, a personnel clerk being 
trained for management. He as- 
serted that Bottoms first asked him 
to attend a meeting in the dining 
room about the middle of last June. 

Bottoms explained, the witness 
went on, that an organization was 
to be formed of Goodyear employes 
and a “gang” from the Gulf State 
Steel plant and the Dwight Manu- 
facturing Co., also of Gadsden, to 
“help break up the union.” 

The meeting, he continued, was 
attended chiefly by “fellows work- 
ing for promotion,” several fore- 
men and “a few shop workers who 
had good recommendations from 
Mike Self or the Sheriff.” Mike 
Self, he explained, was a watchman 
at the Gulf State plant who once 
had asked him to chic on union

to take the strikers into court. 

The corporation, which applied 
for the writs, indicated it would not 
proceed immediately against of- 
ficers of the United Automobile 
who were 
made respondents; with the strik- 
ers, in the injunction which Judge 


Campbell issued last Monday. 


Since 9 a. m., Wednesday, the sit- 
down strikers have been ‘in viola- 
tion of the injunction, which or- 
dered them to evacuate the plants 
by that hour. 

Sheriff Wilcox said he would 
make no.attempt at ejection of the 
strikers until he obtains additional. 
deputies or the assistance of the 
National Guard. 

“It’s simply a question of man 
power,” he said. He has 120 depu- 
ties. 

“IT have asked the court for 600 
special deputies to eject the New- 
ton Packing Co, strikers. If I get 
the deputies I will act immediately 
on the Newton or the Chrysler 
cases.” 

Murphy Confers With Sheriff. 
Gov. Frank Murphy conferred 
with Sheriff Wilcox today and an- 
nounced, “I am exhausting every ef- 
fort for peace.” 

Murphy met with the Sheriff and 
with Richard T. Frankensteen, or- 
ganizational director of the United 
Automobile Workers of America, 
and George S. Wilson, president of 
the Dodge local. He said Homer 
Martin, president of the U. A. W. 
A., would join the conference later. 

Sheriff Wilcox made no formal 
request for State assistance, the 
Governor said. 

Murphy said he interpreted the 
writs of attachment, issued this 
‘morning on-order of Circuit Judge 
Allan Campbell, as authorizing the 
arrest of high officers of the U. A. 
W. A., as well as the strikers. 

The eight Chrysler plants were 
guarded by augmented picket lines 
today.

Judge Campbell filed a separate 
order for each plant, each based on 
an affidavit stating that the in- 
junction had been violated.

NEW YORK, March 19.—Amid 
boos and shouts of derision, police 
today arrested 49 sit-down strikers, 
most of them women, in the F. W. 
Woolworth store in lower Manhat- 
tan. The strikers were dragged, 
some struggling and scratching, to 
patrol wagoné. 

All were booked for “unlawful in- 
trusion of private property” and dis- 
orderly conduct. 

The ejection ended a sec 
ond attempt to gain possession of 
the store. Forty-four woman strik- 
ers, posing as customers, entered 
the establishment this morning, 
after being ousted and arrested last 
night, along with 15 men. 
Returning to the scene, the strik- 
ers walked through a cordon of 40 
private guards and police, ostensi- 
bly to mi&tke purchases from the 
non-strikers who had taken over 
their posts. Once inside, they re- 
sumed their sit-down, blocking cus- 
tomers from the counters. 


Pittsburgh Restaurant Strike.

New Bedford Manufactur- 
ers Holding Out—Evi- 
dence of Concerted Ac- 
tion on Part of Others.

England textile industry today had 
granted wage increases, in most in- 
stances of 10 per cent, to 80,000 of 
its 350,000 employes. 

The increases were granted as an 
organizing committee of John L. 
Lewis’ Committee for Industrial 
Organization met in New York to 
start a unionization campaign 
the industry. 

Workers in all of the six New En- 
gland states benefited by the in- 
creases, the first of which were 
announced last night. 

Less than 12 hours after New 
England cotton mills had made 


known plans to increase wages 10} 


per cent, seven large woolen mills 
in Lawrence, Mass—one of the 
largest textile centers and the pro- 
posed focal point for a drive by the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion—disclosed workers would get 
more pay—effective March 29. 

Between 12,000 and 15,000 opera- 
tives in the Wood, Ayer, Shawsheéen 
and Washington mills of the Amer- 
ican Woolen Co., in Lawrence were 
informed this morning a 10 per 
cent increase for hour and piece 
rate work would be granted. 

At the same time a similar an- 
nouncément was made at the Ar- 
lington Mills, which employs 5800. 

The worsted division of the Pa- 
cific Mills, with about 4500 work- 
ers, announced an upward revision 
of wages but did not give the 
amount of the increase. 

Cotton Mill Increase. 

New England cotton manufac- 
turers last night announced 10 per 
cent wage increases for more than

Manufacturers making the an- 
nouncement of the wage increase 
maintained they did so independ- 
ently. One of the section’s most in- 
fluential cotton manufacturers, who 
declined the use of his name, de- 
clared, however, that he had at- 
tended a meeting in Boston yester- 
day of members and non-members 
of the cotton manufacturing asso- 
ciation. He said that the manufac- 
turers agreed at the meeting to an- 
nounce 10 per cent wage increases, 
effective March 29, and he indicat- 
ed that all of New Engliland’s cot- 
ton manufacturers, with the excep- 
tion of those in New Bedford, 
would announce the increase, with- 
in a few days. 

Wage Increases in South. 

More than 57,000 textile workers 
in the two Carolinas were notified 
today that pay rates would be in- 
creased within the next week or 
two. Some mills announced the 
wage .increase would be a flat 10 
per cent, while others merely said 
theirs would be “generally” in line 
with the rest of the industry. 

Yesterday increases affecting 52,- 
000 textile workers in the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Virginia were an- 
nounced. 

The wage increase movement be- 
gan in the South when the Springs 
and Gossett chains announced in- 
creases for their approximately 11,- 
000 -workers. Manufacturers in 
Spartanburg and Cherokee coun-

JEFFERSON CITY, March 19.— 
fhe Casey bill to centralize the ad- 
ginistration of relief, old age as- 
distance and aid to dependent chil- 
ren and the blind in a new State 
department was indorsed in prin- 
dple at a hearing by the Senate 
gocial Security Committee last 
ht, but nearly all of the com- 
mittee’s witnesses suggested 
changes in the measure. 

The only objection that was 
raised to the bill was by spokes- 
men for organizations of blind per- 
eons, who opposed it on the ground 
that it would supercede the pres- 
ent blind pension law, which, they 
said, is entirely satisfactory. 

a series of amendments which 
ould make the bill conform to the 

posed reorganization law rec- 
gmmended by Gov. Park’s Commit- 
tee on Social Security was sub- 
mitted to the Senate committee by 
a representative of the Missouri As- 
gociation of Social Welfare. 

Mrs. Arthur B. McGlothlan of St. 
Joseph, president of the Welfare 
Association and a member of Gov, 
Park’s committee, said she consid- 
ered the bill, which Senator Casey 
of Kansas City introduced, “the best 
ever to be offered to the Legisla- 
ture on public welfare.” 

One of the suggested changes 
would add the management of the 
State eleemosynary institutions, 
which are directed by the State 
Eleemosynary Board, to the duties 
of the State Social Security Com- 
mission, provided in the bill. With 
that addition virtually all public 
welfare activities of the State would 
be included in the new department, 
The other amendments deal with 
minor details of the bill, 

W. Ed Jameson, chairman of the 
Eleemosynary Board, said he was 
“wholeheartedly in favor of the 
pill.” Approving the suggested 
changes, he said “it will give Mis- 
souri a fine public welfare set-up.” 
Several other State employes in de- 
partments which would be affect- 
ed by the Casey proposal spoke in 
favor of the bill.

Capitulates 
After Club 


On Retirement Move'| 


in Night 
Puts Okay 


President Sam Breadon and 


Pitcher to Confer Late 


This Afternoon;Both Silent as to Salary, but It Is 
Believed That It Will Be $25,000.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fia., March 19.—Jerome Herman Dean, the 
big business man, has returned to baseball after an alarming absence 


of nothing flat. 


Dizzy accepted terms last midnight in a telephone conversation 
with Sam Breadon a few hours after the Cardinal president. had re- 
ceived a letter frofa the pitcher, requesting that he be placed on the 


voluntarily retired list. Breadon 


had forwarded the letter, with a 


recommendation that the request be granted, to President Ford Frick 
of the National League, and was steeling himself to the sight of 


women and children weeping and 


strong men shaking their heads, 


when Dizzy put in his telephone call and proved that all his recent 


popping off was merely bluff. 
Breadon indicated that an agrec- 
ment had been reached with Dizzy 
not to disclose the terms of the 
1987 contract, which the pitcher is 
expected to sign today, but is gen- 
erally believed that Breadon did 


not go beyond the $25,000 which he 
was said to have offered Dizzy at 


their recent conference here. 

When Breadon made that offer, 
after Dizzy had declined to sign for 
$22,500, Sam eliminated all bonus 
clauses and it is possible that Dizzy 
may have elected to take the same 
terms under which he’ worked last 
year, 

Dizzy arrived here at 3:30 o’clock 
and sat down to wait for his con- 
ference with Breadon. Dizzy said 
he changed his mind about retiring 
when he learned that he would not 
be permittedt o pitch in exhibition 
games. 

The basic salary of his 1936 con- 
tract was $22,500, but the bonus 
provisions, contingent on attend- 
ance and how the club fared in the 
pennant race, could have increased 
his salary for the season to $30,000. 

Breadon said he would wire to 
President Frick immediately ‘re- 
questing that the retirement letter, 
with its recommendation, be re- 
turned to the sender. 

Dizzy’s sudden and unexpected 
capitulation was a great surprise 
to the ball players, coming as it 
did, so soon after his startling re- 
quest for retirement, so that he 
could get away from the roar of the 
crowd and the bother of it all. The 
players last night sat arotind in lit- 
tle groups, talkipg in subdued tones 
of the strange actions of their great 
pitcher. 

Only Breadon and Frisch took it 
as a joke. Breadon was grinning 
when he made the announcement 
that Dizzy had applied for retire- 
ment and Frisch wise-cracked 
about it, pointing out that it was 
all right with him if a man wanted 
to turn from baseball to business, 
but insisting that anybody who 
didn't like baseball was, as Coach 
Mike Gonzales frequently says, 
very, very crazy. 

Breadon today made public the 
recent correspondence in the Diz- 
zy Dean contract settlement, as 
follows: 

Dizzy’s letter to Sam: 

Mr. Sam Breadon. . 

Dear Mr. Breadon: 

Referring to our conversation 
while I was in Daytona, about my 
decision to be placed on the vol- 
untary retired list, I feel as though 
it will be to the best advantage 
of everyone concerned to retire 
from baseball for the year of 1937. 

I don’t feel as though the club 
and I will ever agree this year 
on the subject of salary, or 
either that we will be able to ever 
work together again in close har- 
mony. You will realize as I do 
that a dissatisfied player will not 
be able to give his club full co- 
operation and the unqualified sup- 
port both on the field and off that 
would be necessary for the suc- 
cess and the welfare of all the 
parties concerned. ° 

I have contacted Judge Landis 
about the steps 1 should take to 
be placed on the retired list for 
this year, and he advised me that 
I should first place my request 
with you; hence, this letter. 

I hope, both for the club and 
yourself, that 1937 will be a ban- 
ner year for you.

Dizzy said he had a long talk 
with Mrs. Dean last night, and they 
reached the conclusion “it would 
be foolish for me to stay out of 
baseball at a time when I’ve just 
reached the peak, with years of 
good pitching still left in my arm.”

Mr. Rickey and Mr. Breadon, get 
this thing ironed out and get out 
there on that baseball field where 
I belong.” 

So, he telephoned Branch Rickey, 
Cardinal vice-president, at the 
Cards’ Daytona Beach training 
camp, then talked to Sam Breadon, 
club president, by long distance.

A motion by the Bar Disciplin- 


ary Committee contending that 
Pierre A. Vogel, attorney, should 


have been disbarred from practice 
‘nstead of being suspended for a 


year, or, that the court should grant 
a new trial of the disbarment suit, 
was taken under advisement by 
Circuit Jadge Robert J. Kirkwood 
today following arguments. 

Daniel Bartlett, representing the 
Bar Committee, told the court it 
was a duty for him to 
ask that a fellow lawyer be dis- 
barred, but explained that “the 
committee was for the pro- 
tection of soci Asserting that. 
the right to practice law was a 
privilege, Bartlett suggested that 
Vogel be disbarred and at some fu- 
ture date be given an opportunity 
for reinstatement. 

The Disciplinary Committee rep- 
resentative declared that the sus- 
pension of Vogel would not deter 
other lawyers, who might be tempt- 
ed to unethical practices. Bartlett 
pointed out that Vogel had pleaded 
guilty to a charge of passing worth- 
less checks, and that Judge Kirk- 
wood had held the defendant guilty 
on all of the 11 charges of:the dis- 
barment suit. As to the effect of 
the suspension on Vogel, a year’s 
suspension is not likely to reform 
him, Bartlett asserted. Vogel’s ex- 
cuse that he was “sick and broke” 
is no defense, Bartlett told the 
court. 

Vogel, speaking in his own de- 
fense, asserted he had “made a mis- 
take” in pleading guilty in Court of 
Criminal Correction last May to 10 
charges of passing worthless checks. 
He added that at the time the war- 
rants were issued the largest of the 
checks, for $120, had been paid. He 
added that the checks had failed to 
clear at the bank because his ac- 
counts were tied up through litiga- 
tion. Vogel did not go into the 
Disciplinary Committee’s charge 
that he incited litigation, except 
to assert there had been some ill 
feeling toward him by certain cli- 
ents. 

In conclusion, Bartlett told the 
Court that of 22 cases filed against 
lawyers by the Bar Committee, 14 
disbarments had resulted. 

Judge Kirkwood asked for a brief 
covering the disbarments after stat- 
ing that the suspension of Vogel 
was in line with recent rulings of 
the Court of Appeals and the State 
Supreme Court. The fact that Vo- 
gel had practiced law for 24 years 
and had got into trouble during 
two of the depression had 
some influence on his decision 
Judge Kirkwood stated. 

Vogel who was sentenced to a 
year in the workhouse and paroled 
on the bad-check charges was sus- 
pended from practice last month by 
Judge Kirkwood following a hear- 
ing on charges of defrauding cli- 
ents in bankruptcy cases inciting 


litigation and passing worthless | 


checks.. Vogel denied the charges.

' Cites Roosevelt Message. 

Citing President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage to Congress asserting that one- 
third of the nation was “ill-clad, 
ill-housed,” Borah said: “The pic- 
ture drawn by the chief magistrate 
is accurate, true, a picture which 
ought to be drawn. 

“How are you going to avoid hav- 
ing one-half of the population liv- 
ing a meager existence if you pcr- 
mit an economic system in which 
untold millions are accumulated in 
the hand of a few people?”

CCORDING to an Associated ._ Press 
dispatch from Detroit, reported in 

your paper of Sunday, March 14, the 

United Automobile Workers’ Union, in 

respect to the sit-down strike at the 

Chrysler plants, in exhibiting its con- 

tempt of court, is going one better than 

it did at Flint, Mich, : 

In the case at Flint, where the strike 
was against General Motors, the U. A.

‘While the court is in the 
midst of hearing the case, this advanced 
and enterprising union, whose officers 
are among the defendants in the case 
on trial; gathers its members in large 
numbers at the courthouse, with picket 
lines established on and about the prem- 
ises and with its band defiantly playing, 
“Hail, Hail, the Gang’s All Here,” the last 
words of which song, according to my 
recollection, being, “What the hell do we 
care?”

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THE ART OF CITY GOVERNMENT 

As head of the University of Wisconsin, Dr. Dyk- 
stra may be tempted, we should think, to establish a 
school of municipal administration. He is singularly 
equipped for the task. His years at Cincinnati have 
conclusively shown that he knows how to govern a 
city. Of course, he had able associates in that office, 
some of whom might possibly be induced to go to 
Madison, putting their experience at the disposal of 
the new department. 

Surely, there’s a place for such a school, BEmi- 
nent observers—among them Lord Bryce—have pro- 
nounced city government«the splotchiest failure in 
the great American experiment. Public sentiment 
probably concurs in that judgment. The Bryce pro- 
nouncement was subsequently documented by the 
late Lincoln Steffens in a Zola-like survey of this 
country. The muckraker’s spade is now a rusty tool, 
commanding only, so to speak, an archeological in- 
terest, but the Lords of Misrule still cumber the 
earth.

MUMMERS PRESENT 
PLAY BY ST. LOUISAN 


Thomas L. Williams’ ‘‘Candles 
to Sun” Vigorous Drama 
of Mining Section. 


Experimenting anew with a play 
by a St. Louis author, the Mummers 
last night brought forth “Candles 
to the Sun,” ! 
Williams, a drama of social content 
which is one of the strongest the 
Wednesday Club group has ever 
attempted. 

Williams, 25-year-old Washington 
University senior, is revealed not 
only as a writer of unusual prom- 
ise but one of considerable tech- 
nical skill right now. His theme 
is spread in realistic, swift. strokes, 


with sound knowledge of locale and 
a mature appreciation of human af- 
fairs. If, impatient with time-hon- 
ored dramatic technique, he em- 
ploys two acts and 10 scenes, he 
still has devised effective curtains 
for all divisions. 

“Candles to the Sun,” set in the 
Red Hills mining section of Ala- 
bama, dramatizes the yearning of 
the laboring population, especially 
of the mothers in that class, for 
something better. It has poverty, 
degeneracy, accidents on the fifth 
level below ground, a strike and 
brutal murder, ending with beans 
for everybody, hope and the singing 
of “Solidarity Forever.” Our awu- 
thor, in a phrase, shoots the works. 

Yet although he has been be- 
guiled by his many colorful oppor- 
tunities, his writing is rarely un- 
steady and his play has an emo- 
tional unity and robustness. It 
stands on its own feet. Its char- 
acters are genuine, its dialogue of 
a type that must have been ut- 
tered in the author’s presence, its 
appeal in the theater widespread. 

In the hands of a professional 
cast, it would doubtless come up 
more forcefully than on this occa- 
sion. Yet the Mummers, all con- 
sidered, give it more effective treat-. 
ment than they have to better rec- 
ognized works. Theatrical fire- 
works there are a-plenty in such a 
play and the cast rarely exercises 
restraint or holds down a scene 
where called on to represent the 
agonies of the miners.

One rea- 
son was five-cent cotton, he said. 

Here was one large vart of the 
nation “at the mercy of people out- 
side the South under conditions 
over which they had no control,” 
he added. “People were starving 
under five-cent cotton and the 
young were growing up without an 
education.” 

It was then, he continued, he be- 
gan to “evolve the economic philo- 
sophy,” of increasing pay, prices 
and purchasing power, and of tying 
that in “very definitely” with the 
“industrial cities of the North and 
East.” 

“We began to think of the pic- 
ture as a national] picture,” he said, 
adding one aim was to stabilize 
wages on a higher level. 

Accepting the school on behalf

House’ Committee’ $ Recom- 
mendations for State, Justice, 
Commerce and Labor Units. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 19. — The 

House Appropriations Committee 

recommended appropriations total- 


ing $121,222,000 today to finance 

the State, Justice, Commerce and 

Labor Departments for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 

“The total, cvaleiner up the fourth 
major appropriation measure of the 
session, was $3,418,405 in excess of 
the amount made available for the 
current year but $3,067,887 below 
the sum recommended by the Bud- 
get Bureau. 

In reporting the bill to the 
House, the committee said the in- 
crease was due wholly to addition- 
al sums required by the Labor De- 
partment for grants to states for 
children's aid under the Social Se- 
curity program and contemplated 
improvements of the Air Commerce 
Bureau's aids to navigation. 

The Bureau was authorize’ to 
spend $5,000,000 for modernizing 
existing aids and constructing new 
ones during the next two year... 
Only $3,000,000 of this amount was 
appropriated this year, but the 
Bureau was authorized to make 


contracts involving the additional 


$2,000,000. 

Of the total appropriated, the 
Commerce Department gets $40,- 
451,000; Justice, $39,425,000; Labor, 
$23,583,000, and State, on 763,000, 

State De 

The committee said a State 
Department item did not represent 
truly the cost of operating that 
branch of Government because it 
included provisions for contribu- 
tions by the Government to “all 
forms of international organiza- 
tions, etc.” 

Deducting those outlays and 
reckoning receipts of the Depart- 
ment, the committee said, the net 
cost to the taxpayer of its opera- 
tion was about $10,400,000. 

Contrary to its usual custom of 
adhering strictly to recommenda- 
tions of the Budget or reducing 
them, the committee approved $6,- 
000,000 for the Federa] Bureau of 
Investigation, an increase of $75,000 
over the Budget’s estimate. Assert- 
ing the hearings were “replete” 
with evidence of the tremendous in- 
crease of work the Bureau was 
called upon to perform, the com- 
mittee said it had felt “impelled” to 
provide additional funds, 

Another item in the Justice De- 
partment appropriation was $11,- 
066,570 for maintenance of all Fed- 
eral penal and correctional institu- 
tions, a reduction of approximately 
$2,472,000 from this year’s figure. 

More Fish Hatcheries. 

What the committee termed the 
“most substantial changes effected 
in the entire bill” involved approval 
of an appropriation of $260,000 for 
completion of construction of fish 
hatcheries authorized in 1930 by the 
Jones-Whité Act. Twenty hatcher- 
ies were built under that law but 
12 stations and two laboratories re- 
main to be built and the commit- 
tees recommended their completion 
in 1930-40. 

“In the committee’s mind,” the re- 
port said, “these hatcheries are one 
of. the cheapest and most produc- 
tive investments that the Govern- 
ment has made.”

State Supreme Court Refuses 
toForbid.

The application of Verne R. C. La- 
cy, St. Louis criminal-lawyer, for a 
writ of prohibition restraining the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals from 
hearing a disbarment suit filed 
against him was denied by the Su- 
preme Court this afternoon after 
the court, en banc, had considered 
the arguments for 10 minutes. 

The Court's action cleared the 
way for the opening in St. Louis 
Monday of a hearing before Spe- 
cial Commissioner Alhert M, Sprad- 
ling of Cape Girardeau on the dis- 
barment suit filed by the Bar Com- 
mittee for the Eighth (St. peer 
Judicial Circuit.

CHARGES DICKMANN 
BOOKLET BREAKS LAW 


Charles J. Dolan Says Gost Ex- 
ceeds Amount Permitted Un- 
der Corrupt Practices Act. 


Charles J. Dolan, former Asso- 
ciate City Counselor, the Republic- 
an nominee for Seventeenth Ward 
Alderman, has charged at cam- 
paign meetings that the elaborate 
pamphlet telling of accomplishments 
claimed for Mayor Dickmann’s ad- 
ministration, which was distributed 
this week, violated the State Cor- 
rupt Practices Act. It was an- 
nounced at City Hall that the book- 
let and its distribution cost $9000, 
raised by “private subscription.” 


Dolan declared the act was -vio- 
lated by expenditure of a sum larg- 
er than permitted. Section 10,481 
of the Revised Statutes limits a 
candidate for municipal office to ‘a 
specified maximum campaign ex- 
penditure based on the number of 
registered voters, so that the maxi- 
mum which can legally be spent for 
any one candidate in the current 
campaign is about $5120, according 
to Dolan. 

He added that section 10,485 pro- 
vided that a city official might be 
removed from office in an action by 
the Attorney-General if it appeared 
that any committee or organiza- 
tion spent money in hig behalf in 
excess of the amount permissible 
under the Corrupt Practices Act. 

“This is no mere technical objec- 
tion,” he added, “the purpose’ of the 
act being to prevent a wealthy can- 


ests from acquiring any unfair ad- 
vantage.”

The Efficiency Board, established 
to administer the municipal civil 
service, has “degenerated to a Dem- 
ocratic City Committee employment 
office” under Mayor Dickmann, it 
was charged by Oliver T, Remmers, 


Republican nominee for Mayor, in 
a campaign address last night. He 
spoke in the Third Ward, at 1300 
Benton street. 

Dickmann has ignored the Char- 
ter and violated his oath of office, 
by which he swore he would be in- 
fluenced only by consideration of) 
fitness in appointment and dis- 
charge of city employes and offi- 
cers, Remmers declared. The claim 
by Dickmann of faithful adherence 
to all provisions of the Charter was 
called false by Remmers. 

Vacancies in the Fire Depart- 
ment, the Republican candidate 
continued, were divided proportion- 
ately among members of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee and the 
names of applicants recommended 
by the committee were sent to the 
Efficiency Board examiner “with 
instructions that they are to ap- 
pear on the eligible list.” Rem- 
mers added: “Unless a candidate 
has the backing of.a member of 
the committee, it is futile for him 
to take any examination under the 
Efficiency Board.” 

Thirteen men thrown out of em- 
ployment by the city when Demo- 
crats were substituted for Repub- 
licans after Dickmann took office 
in April, 1933, committed suicide, 
Remmers asserted. Records have 
shown that eight discharged Re- 
publican city employes ended their 
lives during 1933, and others later. 


“So-Called Republican.” 


While the Charter provides that 
not more than two of the three 
members of the Efficiency Board 
shall be adherents of the,same po- 
litical party, all three members are 
personal friends of Dickmann and 
supported him in his original cam- 
paign for Mayor, said Remmers. 
“The so-cailed Republican member, 
Philo Young, has a son working as 
an employe of the Health Depart- 
ment under the control of the ad- 
ministration,” Remmers declared, 
The Democraic members are Mau- 
rice J. Cassidy, chairman, and Har- 
old J. Wrape. 

“The Charter provides,” Rem- 
mers went on, “that no person in 
the classified service of the city 
shall be discharged or in any way 
discriminated against because of 
his political opinions or affiliations. 
No sooner had the present Mayor 
assumed office than he proceeded 
0 show his contempt for these 
solemn Charter provisions which 
he had sworn to support by order-

“Callous and Cynical.” 

“Having made these initial ap- 
pointments with callous and cyn- 
ical disregard of the fundamental 
law of the city, his next step was 
to assure the permanency of his 
political machine by bending the 
Efficiency Board to his will. 

“Under the present Mayor’s ad- 
ministration the Efficiency Board 
has ceased to function. Examina- 
tions still are conducted and young 
men and women are invited to take 
them in the expectation that if they 
pass with credit they will be ap- 
pointed to positions. These exam- 
inations are a cruel hoax. The 
whole proceeding is a mockery and 
a delusion. 

“The record of the present admin- 
istration in the matter of civil ; .-v- 
ice is depressing and discourag- 
ing, one calculated to bring shame 
to the cheeks of honest Democrats 
and independents who voted for 
the present Mayor four years ago.

English Setter Seemed to Have 
Ability to Know His 
Master’s Thoughts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 
Mo., March 19.— 


Jim,-“the. wonder dog,” is dead, and 
the mystery of his uncanny “mind- 


reading,” unsolved while he lived, 
is a mystery still Sam H. Van 
Arsdale of Sedalia, his owner, could 
not explain it and never found any- 
body who could. 

Jim, an English setter, 12 years 
old, died yesterday “near War- 
saw, while on a fishing trip with 
his master. The dog’s body is be- 
ing embalmed. 

Van Arsdale, who had owned Jim 
since he was a six-weeks-old pup, 
did not discover until the dog was 
three years old the strange abil- 
ity that enabled him to pick out 
and indicate any object upon which 
his master’s attention was fixed, 
and to apparently read English 
and shorthand and understand 
commands in tongues unintelligible 
to his master. 

Here are some of the things that 
Jim did: He would go on a parking 
lot or along a street and select a 
car of any particular make his mas- 
ter told him to select. He would 
pick out the license numbers, tags 
of various states or cars of any 
color designated. He would walk 
up to a group of men and single 
out the one wearing a tan suit or 
a gray hat, On peing shown a slip 
of paper. on which a name had been 
written go and find the person who 
had written the name, placing a 
paw on the person, as was his man- 
ner of identifying percons or things 
in all of his tests. 

Once Yan Arsdale took the dog 
with him on a visit to his old home 
at West Plains, Mo., and had Jim 
perform for a group of his friends. 
A young woman said she thought it 
was phoney. Van Arsdale said: 
“Jim, where do you see«the word 
‘Photoplay’?” The dog walked to 
a show window and put his paw on 
a copy of a magazine so named. 
The young woman was still uncon- 
vinced. Van Arsdale said: “Jim, 
there’s a young woman in this 
crowd who thinks you are a fake. 
What do you think of her?” 

Jim walked up to the young 
woman and gave a low growl. 

Identified Canned Goods. 

Accompanied by Van Arsdale he 
would enter a grocery and obey 
his master’s command to select 
from a row of cans the tomatoes, 
the corn, the peas. He would desig- 
nate a basket of apples, a bunch of 
bananas, a jar of pickles, a sack 
of potatoes or anything else. He 
would do the same thing in a hard- 
ware store, a furniture store or any 
other kind of store. 

Van Arsdale has always denied 
that he used signals, nobody ever 
caught him at it. He was never 
able to teach Jim the ordinary 
tricks that dogs perform. Scientists 
examined Jim and college classes 
in psychology observed him with- 
out being able to suggest an ex- 
planation. Van Arsdale has a0 
knowledge of telepathy or psychol- 


4 ogy. All that he knows is that the 


dog seemed to understand what he

Her Time 5 Minutes Less 


- Than Estimate Made in Advance] 


Compared With Earlier Ventures, This One 
Seemed Neighborly Because of Assistance 
Given Constantly by Various Radio Stations.

HONOLULU, March 19.— The 

time I saw Diamond Head was 
on Jan. 11, 1935. It was nearly 
gusk on that cloudy afternoon 
when my heavily-laden Lockhead 
vega contrived to get off Wheeler 
Field and, climbing laboriously, 
neaded eastward over Honolulu, 
pound for the California coast. 
Yesterday morning, at 5:40, Hono- 
iulu time, we sighted Diamond 
Head again after reversing the 

ess of the previous voyage. 

ng the landfall was even more 
pleasurable than my first view of 
California's shore line. After all, 
it would require ingenuity to miss 
a continent, which I was aiming 
for then. Hawaii, however, is a 
much smaller mark, and I know 
only too well how easily the islands 
could be missed. : 

The credit for finding them be- 
jongs to my navigators, Harry 
Manning and Fred Noonan. They 
divided the activities of the Elec- 
tra's improvised “chart room,” 
Manning working the radio for 
bearings and communications and 
Noonan occupying himself chiefly 
with quick sights. Together they 
ere a great team of navigators, 
Manning proved himself at home 
above the ocean as he is on its 
surface, and to Noonan, veteran 
of many trans-Pacific air crossings 
for Pan-American, this is, as he 
says, “just another job.” For ‘the 
good work done, the airplane and 
I are grateful to them both. 

Time Five Minutes Under Estimate. 

Wednesday, at 4:35, we left Oak- 
land. We made the 2400 miles in 
15 hours and 48 minutes, exactly 
five minutes less than the estimate 
in my advance calculations. 

By the way, among the first mes- 
sages to reach me at Honolulu was 
one from my husband berating me 
for slipping up on the schedule. 
“Please try to be more exact,” he 
wired. 

With 947 gallons of gasoline 
aboard, the Electra had a heavy 
load to raise from the wet field at 
Oakland. 

Paul Mantz and I had carefully 
worked out the piloting technique 
of that start. It was team-play 
take-off each with his job, I at 
the controls, Paul handling throt- 
tles and retractible landing gear. 
The 1100 horses of my two Wasp 
engines leaped so gallantly to the 
task of lifting 14,000 pounds into 
the sky that our wheels left the 
ground after the almost unbeliev- 
able short run of 1897 feet—as sub- 
sequent measurements prove, Ih- 
cidentally, special 100 octane gaso- 
line gave the motors extra power.

Further, a 
sharp horizon line’ is an aid to 
Pilots, whether they are conscious 
of it or not, in keeping overloaded 
plane on even keel. 

Passing the Hawaii Clipper. 

Wednesday evening, the Golden 
Gate was very golden. Behind us 
dark rain clouds closed in. But 
westward, the sky opened, bright 
with late afternoon sun, which 
burnished the slopes of Mount 
Tamalpais on one hand, and story- 
book San Francisco on the other, 
&s we headed westward over the 
great new bridges, threads of steel 
below us. One hour out from Ala- 
meda, we sighted Pan-American’s 
Hawaii Clipper, silhoutted against 
@ lowering bank of cumulus, sun- 
flecked clouds. We flew near 
enough actually to obtain photo- 
éraphs. Shortly, with our greater 
speed, we slowly left the big flying 
boat astern. 

All of us, I am sure, were im- 
Pressed with the unusualness of 
meeting, and then leaving, another 
Plane out there over the lonely 
stretches of the ocean. Unusual as 
such an occurence is today, before 
long it doubtless will be as com- 
monplace as passing transports on 
cur continental airways. 

Hardly had we bid the Clipper 
ogo _ “ sighted a small boat 
elow us, arched by a 
Vivid rainbow. That was a very 
slow thing to see, 
However, enjoyments of these

Most interesting information 
came up to the pilots from the 
“navigation department.” Not only 
was our positon at a given moment 
important to know, but rate of 
pate Arn eat of fuel con- 
sumption and remaining quanti 
in the tanks. Incidentalte,” we und 
rived at Hawaii with more than 
four hours’ supply of gasoline re- 
maining, which would have given 
us over 600 miles of additional fiy- 
ing, a safety margin of about 700 
miles. 

Three hours after the take-off, 
we decided to get above a lower 
cloud layer which hung over the 
water. To top these clouds, we 
climbed to 8000 feet, at which alti- 
tude we stayed until just before 
dawn, when we climbed another 
2000 feet. At that-chilly level we 
continued and estimated we were 
within 80 miles of Makapuu, when 
we descended to 2000 feet. 

For the first part of the flight 
I did most of the piloting, while 
Paul watched fuel consumption. 
Some time after midnight, the 
moon, which had been a friendly 
guide, sank behind a cloud bank, 
and we decided to let the Sperry 
gyro-pilot labor for us. So we set 
to work that uncanny instrument, 
which keeps a plane on its course 
and gives a human pilot a vaca- 
tion. 

Assistance From Radio. 

At no time on the whole journey 
did we feel isolated, due to the 
constant radio. communication. De- 
spite the fact that Pan-American 
had two of its own planes in the 
air, they stood continual watch on 
_ frequency and were most help- 
ful. 
Then, too, the broadcasting sta- 
tions KFI, Los Angeles, and KOU, 
in Honolulu, operated throughout 
the night, giving us excellent 
periodic weather information, and 
repeating navigational data, re- 
layed to them from flight head- 
quarters at Oakland. I have no 
idea how much additonal assist- 
ance was given by scores of others, 
such as ships, Government depart- 
ments and amateur operators. 

Compared with earlier flights, 
such as the two Atlantic crossings 
when I had no radio, a venture 
like the present seems almost chat- 
ty and neighborly. Always we 
were in touch with the world. All 
of us were so occupied throughout 
the night there was no time to 
doze, even had there been inclina- 
tion. Indeed, there was hardly op- 
portunity to eat. We carried box 
lunches, but I noticed on arrival 
there were very few sandwiches 
missing. I ate one sandwich my- 
self and an apple. The others sat- 
isfied themselves with hot choco- 
late and coffee snatched in paper 
cups from the thermos bottles, as 
time permitted. 

Next to sighting Diamond Head, 
seeing Wheeler Field again pleased 
me most. I feel I owe an apology 
to people who rose early/to greet 
us. Perhaps I should have been 
more considerate to try to arrange 
the arrival at a later hour, but 
that was difficult, because it was 
impossible to time the departure 
from Oakland in daylight. 

Having visited these lovely 
islands before, I am accustomed to 
the very special hospitality of 
Hawaii, but I did not expect so 
many of its friendly people to go 
without breakfast that they might 
welcome wus. 

The Army and the Navy have 
already made us feel at home. [I 
only wish that flight plans did not 
call for a take-off so soon again. 

Weather Puts Off Departure. 

We will not take off tonight for 
Howland Island. That old buga- 
boo phrase of aviation, “weather 
permitting,” has caught up with 
us again. For weather does not 
permit, at least it does not encour- 

e. 
ue navy friends here have just 
analyzed with me the weather map 
built on data radioed in from the 
Coast Guard cutter Shoshone at 
Howland, and from other points 
southwestward. It won’t do. And 
as it promises better things for 
tomorrow, the sensible thing is to 
wait. If nothing interferes, de- 
parture will be tomorrow evening. 

Any way, if one has to wait, in 
all the world there’s no pleasanter 
place .to do the waiting than 
Hawaii. Again, as before my 1935 
Pacific solo, I'm ensconced in this 
lovely Waikiki Beach home of Chris 
Holmes. Six hours of sleep, topped

A low club to the 
ace was followed by another dia- 
mond finesse, and this time, when 
East won, he had the inspiration to 
lead his partner's bid suit. His déuce 
of spades was taken by declarer’s 
ace, and two rounds of diamonds 
were run off. On these West could 
not conceal his discarding difficul- 
ties. He could not let go the heart 
king and the discard of the club 
ten was equally out of the question, 
since it would invite declarer to 
drop the queen. Thus, West was 
forced to let go two spades. On 
the fourth round of diamonds Last 
tossed his remaining heart, which 
allowed declarer to count the heart 
suit. 

West . ext was thrown on lead 
with a neart, and all would have 
been well for the defenders except 
for the gruesome play that fol- 
lowed. Naturally, West laid down 
the spade king, intending to exit 
with the nine spot. Hast, of course, 
wonpld overtake this and eventually 
return a club through the declarer. 
East, however, had different ideas! 
On the lead of the spade king he 
conceived the brilliant notion to 
unblock with the ten! He probably 
had the vague idea that West 
would then dash off three or four 
spake tricks. The fact that West 
could have started with no more 
than five and now was reduced to 
one obviously never entered East's 
head. 

The end came swiftly. With no 
way out of his owr hand, poor 
West, after cashing the nine of 
spades, had to iead a club into de- 
clarer and dummy’s tenace. It had 
taken the most brilliant co-opera- 
tion on East’s part for the declarer 
to have fulfilled his contract.

Of Teachers 
To the Child

HE teacher in our schools is 
T aniicatety placed. On one hand 

he is a public servant responsi- 
ble to public authorities for his 
work. His courses.of study are 
prescribed, the amount of work to 
be done is measured out, the very 
conditions under which he must 


give his lessons are ordered by au- 
thority. He is rated and paid, en- 
gaged and dismissed by the will of 
those in authority. And yet, he is 
free as air in his classroom. Free 
because teaching Is a communica- 
tion of the spirit. 

The teacher can teach precisely 
what is demanded according to the 
law and yet be creative, original, 
free in the teaching. There never 
has been discovered a law or a jail 
strong enough to bind or.to hold 
the spirit when it wills to be free. 
Teachers are then, in the end, per- 
sonally responsible for the effect of 
their teaching. It is the gravest 
responsibility that can rest upon a 
human being, for it entails the qual- 
ity of the spirit of the next genera- 
tion. What is the teacher’s duty 
then, to this coming generation? 
None of us is all-wise. None 
knows what the future holds for us 
in the near tomorrow, much less 
the distant years. Some few princi- 
ples we can feel safe about, and can 
teach with faith. Some sort of ideal 
each of us can cherish with some 
certainty of belief ard sincerity. I 
believe the teacher’s first duty is 
loyalty to an ideal. Not loyalty to 
persons, but loyalty to.an ideal. I 
think that the real teacher's idea\ is 
the formation of character that will 
enable the next generation to go 
forward with power, strong in the 
faith of the righteousness of what- 
ever cause is theirs.

LONG time ago a tired woman an- 
A nouncea to her family that she was 

not going to make bread for them 
any longer—they ate too much of it. And 
stop she did. But what memories she 
left them of golden crusty loaves—and 
satisfied appetites. 

Yeast can be added to a mix in a num- 
ber of ways. It is often creamed with a 
part of the sugar until it turns liquid. 
It is more often crumbled into a small 
amount of lukewarm liquid, either milk 
or water, and dissolved. The idea is the 
same. The yeast to leaven properly, must 
be distributed evenly tHfoughout the mix. 

During the time a dough is risirig, the 
surface should be brushed with melted 
butter or oil to keep it from drying. 
When yeast dough dries a thin stiff coat- 
ing is formed which is difficult to re- 
move, and even more difficult to knead 
Back into the dough again. Often tough 
hard spots in rolls or bread can be traced 
to the formation of this thin brittle skin. 

Dough should be firm enough to be 
handled without sticking and soft enough 
to be spongy and pliable. Too slack a 
dough gives a rubbery product, too stiff 
a dough gives a compact tasteless prod- 
uct. A good general purpose flour is the 
best to use for homemade yeast breads. 
Commonsense and a little practice does 
the rest. 

CORNISH SPLITS 

One cake compressed yeast. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

Four cups sifted flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One-third cup shortening. 

Three-fourths cup lukewarm milk. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

One-half cup heavy cream, whipped

Combine yeast and two tablespoons 
sugar. Mix until it becomes liquid, Sift 
flour with salt and remaining sugar. Add 
yeast.

Cover and let rise until doubled in bulk. 
Knead down, Form small pieces of dough 
into flat cakes. Place on baking sheet. 
Brush with butter. Let rise until dou- 
bled in bulk. Bake in hot oven (400 de- 
grees F.) 20 to 25 minutes, Cool, split 
side and insert mixtures of whipped 
cream and apricot jam. Approximate 
yield, two dozen splits. 

CHIFFON COFFEE CAKE 

One cake compressed yeast. 

One-th cup hot water. 

One-half cup. milk. 

One-fourth cup sugar.

Clotting Prevented by Sodium 


Citrate in Simple Opera- 
tion—Direct Method. 


By Dr. M. G. Seelig 


EDNESDAY, we learned some- 
thing about the history of trans- 
fusion and the acientific 
grounds on which the procedure 
rested; but nothing was said as to 
how we actually remove blood from 
one individual (the donor) and 
transfer it into the blood stream of 
another individual (the recipient). 


the technical problem of the best 
method of transference of blood. 
What makes this a real problem is 
the fact that within about three 
minutes after blood is removed 
from a person, it begins to clot 
or jeil and within from seven to 
fifteen minutes it is so firmly clot- 
ted that it resembles a piece of 
raw liver more than it does a fluid. 
Legend tells us that the ancients 
attempted to get around this diffi- 
culty of clotting by administering 
blood to the patient as a drink. 
Such was said to have been the 
fashion in which Pope Innocent 
VIII was transfused in 1492. Of 
course, this did not work. Nor did 
any success attend the procedures 
in which quills and tubes of vari- 
ous sorts were used as conduits. 
Large clots blocked the way, and 
small clots, that got through, killed 
the patient. 

In 1907, a clever American sur- 
geon developed a method whereby 
it was possible to connect the ar- 
tery of the wrist. (radial artery) 
of the donor with a vein in the 
arm of the recipient, so that the 
blood flowed directly into the cir- 
culation of the recipient from the 
donor’s artery. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, this method was considerably 
more than a minor surgical pro- 
cedure; and in addition to that, it 
provided no way of determining 
how much blood was transfused. 

Within a very short space of 
time, however, the technique of 
transfusion was modified until it 
became the very simple operation 
of today, consisting merely of in- 
serting a hollow needle into a vein 
of the donor and draining off from 
one-fourth to three-fourths of a 
pint of a blood into a measuring 
glass containing a small quantity 
of sodium citrate solution. The 
sodium citrate. prevents the blood 
from clotting. The blood being 
kept warm all the while, is now 
poured into a glass receptacle hav- 
ing a spout at its lowest end. By 
rubber tubing, this spout is con- 
nected with another hollow needle 
that is inserted into the vein of 
the recipient so that the blood 
flows directly into his circulatory 
system. : 

Another generally approved pro- 
cedure is to insert one hollow 
needle into the vein of the donor, 
and another one into the vein of 
the recipient. These needles are 
connected by rubber tubing with a 
syringe specially. constructed, so 
that when the piston is withdrawn, 
the blood is sucked from the 
donors vein into the syringe, and 
when the piston is driven home, 
it forces the blood out of the 
syringe into the vein of the recipi- 
ent. The procedure is done so 
quickly that the blood is not al- 
lowed time to clot. In all of the 
manipulations incident to the per- 
formance of any type of transfu- 
sion, the strictest surgical cleanli- 
ness is, of necessity, observed.
